Board 
members reported on the NASA-GHI solar energy project and 
the termite inspection plan, and also on staffing recommendations 
which will be made by the personnel committee. 


First Residents Move In

The frenzied activity that took place at Greenbriar over the 
weekend culminated on Tuesday when Greenbelt’s newest resi¬ 
dents moved into the 1,193-unit condominium development. 
Some 27 families are expected to move in this week followed 
by about 75 families within the next month and a half. Nine 
buildings — about 135 apartment units — have been approved 
for occupancy by the County Department of Licenses and Per¬ 
mits (DLP). 


Tax appeal hearing:. The GHI 
manager, Roy Breaahears, reported 
that he appeared before the state 
appeals board to request recon¬ 
sideration of the proposed increase 
of more than $3 million in the 
GHI assessment As soon as he 
had presented his case the hear¬ 
ing was recessed, with Dec. 11 set 
as the continuation date. Brea- 
shears said he was told that the 
appeals board has received some 
1200 appeals this year — far more 
than in previous years. He also 
heard that another reassessment 
of GHI property is pending. 

Burner valves. Breashears not¬ 
ed progress on the burner valve 
program. He said that the most 
urgent needs are being handled 
first, at the rate of about 4 a day. 

Solar energy project. Director 
Hugh O Donnell described an ex¬ 
periment planned by the NASA- 
GHI solar energy project. This 
will consist of studying a sample 
of 16 masonry homes, he said, to 
measure the value of heat reten¬ 
tion improvements. Half of the 
sample units will be modified, 
with fully insulated doors and 
windows; the other half will be 
left unmodified. Instruments to 
measure performance will be in¬ 
stalled in all 16 units in order to 
provide a basis for comparison. 
The resulting data will be analyz¬ 
ed and published. No frame units 
can be included in this experiment, 
O'Donnell pointed out, because so^ 
lar energy heating is based on hot 
water, not steam heat. 

Staffing recommendations. Direc¬ 
tor Ted Byerly reported that the 
personnel committee had met and 
that it intends to recommend a 
cost-of-living increase for regular 
full-time employees of GHI which 
would add some $40,000 to the 
1975 budget. (From the floor, Nat 
Shinderman urged that regular 
part-time employees should be in¬ 
cluded, and this was conceded by 
Byerly.) The board voted to ac¬ 
cept the committee report for rec¬ 
ommendation to the finance com¬ 
mittee. 


Byerly then turned to the per¬ 
sonnel committee’s proposals for 
staffing. He noted the temporary 
allocation of two persons from 
maintenance to heating, an alloca¬ 
tion which the personnel commit¬ 
tee would make permanent. The 
committee will also recommend, 
Byerly said, the addition of ten 
newly funded full-time positions. 
Five, assigned highest priority by 
the committee, would be a heat¬ 
ing mechanic helper, a plumber 
helper, two carpenter helpers, and 
a storekeeper. Among the other 
new positions recommended, but 
with lower priority, are two 
grounds helpers. 

The board voted to receive the 
personnel committee’s report and 
refer it to the finance committee 
for consideration by the board at 
a budget hearing. Breashears com¬ 
mented that management would 
have its own staffing recommen¬ 
dations — and its own priorities 
— to place before the finance com¬ 
mittee . 4 ! 

Termite inspection. O’Donnell 
stated that a team of three per¬ 
sons has been recruited to inspect 
the crawl spaces for termites at an 
estimated cost of $9 per crawl 
space. The plan is, he said, to 
mark termite damage spots, and 
also water pockets, on diagrams 
which his committee has prepared.

Weary WSSC Finally 
Agrees to Operate 
Greenbriar Plant

The wearing effects of the 
Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant controversy were showing at 
the Wednesday, October 16 meet¬ 
ing of the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC). 
Chairman Lawrence Brooks tried 
to limit discussion to commission 
members only, but soon had to 
back down when it was learned 
that the only line of communica¬ 
tion between WSSC and NASA 
was the Greenbriar developer Alan 
Kay and his attorney Richard 
Schifter. NASA had to grant an 
easement across its land if effluent 
from the plant was to be discharged 
into a free-flowing stream. 

Once the breach was made, Com¬ 
missioner David Elliott insisted 
that Prince George’s Environment 
Coalition representative Rhea Co¬ 
hen be given equal time. She was 
immediately challenged by Brooks 
who wanted to know the composi¬ 
tion of the Coalition. He reminded 
her that she had ignored a similar 
earlier inquiry. Mrs. Cohen retorted 
that the Coalition’s attorney had ad¬ 
vised her that the request was un¬ 
constitutional, since it was a request 
for information about private citi¬ 
zens. 

At stake was the question whether 
the conditions laid down by WSSC 
for acceptance of the treatment 
plant at WSSC’s October 9 meeting 
had been met. These conditions 
were that the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) confirm 
that the plant may operate, that 
WSSC staff was prepared to operate 
the plant at all times so as to a- 
chieve maximum performance, and 
that the NASA easement is received 
and the effluent piping is complet¬ 
ed. 

A letter was produced from the 
legal branch of EPA certifying 
that the plant has a valid permit 
to discharge, and that the EPA 
conditions contested by WSSC can 
be disregarded pending the out¬ 
come of the adjudicatory hearing. 

WSSC staff advised that elec¬ 
trical and related problems have 
been resolved, water and sewer 
mains completed, virus control ap¬ 
paratus serviceable, and letters of 
credit and other paper work need¬ 
ed from Kay have been received. 

As for the NASA easement, 
Schifter reported that NASA is a- 
waiting a statement from WSSC 
that it has authorized its staff to 
operate the plant at all times so 
as to achieve maximum perform¬ 
ance. 

Commissioner Johanna Norris 
then moved that WSSC Director 
of Operations and Research Alfred 
Machis be directed to write the 
necessary letter to NASA. She 
also moved that WSSC not only ac¬ 
cept the plant but also operate it 
as soon as the easement is gran¬ 
ted and the pipeline completed to 
the satisfaction of the WSSC staff. 
("A jnatter of days,” said Kay.) 

“We have procrastinated long 
enough,” Mrs. Norris said. ’’People 
who are waiting to move in are 
living under strained conditions, 
and additional costs caused by de¬ 
lays will be handed down to them.” 
The motion carried on a 3-2 vote 
with Norris, Brooks, and Dean Hill 
in favor and George McCrory and 
Elliott against. Commissioner 
Floyd Peterson was absent. 

McCrory, while sympathetic to 
the hardships of those living in 
motels, said, ”1 did not concur 
in bringing these conditions a- 
bout.” His position was that 
WSSC should not go beyond accept¬ 
ing the plant until all legal ques¬ 
tions are settled. 

Elliott wanted to know what 
would happen if WSSC is operat¬ 
ing the plant and then EPA in¬ 
sists upon its requirement of a 


The wheels were set in motion 
for this final chapter at the Oct 
16 meeting of the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) when the commission a- 
greed to operate the plant as soon 
as NASA fully executed the ease¬ 
ment agreement and the 150* pipe¬ 
line was completed to WSSC’s sat¬ 
isfaction. (See accompanying story). 

This move by WSSC triggered 
off a chain of events that led to 
Tuesday’s opening of Greenbriar. 

NASA Conditions 

Satisfied that WSSC would oper¬ 
ate the plant at all times so as to 
achieve its maximum performance 
and that EPA would allow opera¬ 
tion of the plant during the ad¬ 
judicatory process, NASA, on Fri¬ 
day, October 18, signed the ease¬ 
ment agreement. Two conditions 
were imposed: (1) developer will 
restore the land where the piping 
was installed and (2) developer

Live music for dancing will be 
featured and free beer and soft 
drinks will be available. There is 
no admission charge. 

‘‘Class A” superintendent. This 
was considered an academic ques¬ 
tion since any decision of EPA 
would probably be appealed beyond 
the time when the plant would 
be hooked-in with the public sys¬ 
tem. 

But Rhea Cohen did not give up 
easily. She stressed the need for 
the most competent operators at 
the plant because of its unique 
nature, and charged it was against 
the public interest to operate the 
plant before the results of the 
adjudicatory process come in 

Dr. Machis pointed out that op¬ 
erators would be at the plant 
round-the-clock. A ‘‘Class C” 
superintendent would man one shift 
daily and the plant would be un¬ 
der the supervision of a “Class A” 
superintendent, 

Mrs. Norris saw the controversy 
as a battle between those favoring 
no growth and those favoring or¬ 
derly growth. She said if this 
highly sophisticated plant with its 
high effluent- standards can work, 
such plants will permit orderly 
growth during this sewage mora¬ 
torium period. 


will disassemble plant, as soon as 
it becomes practical, after the pro¬ 
ject is hooked up to public sewer. 
Bonds were required to assure 
these conditions. 

With NASA’s okay in hand, the 
construction of the pipeline be¬ 
gan and was completed last week- 
end. This signalled the next 
phase - a series of inspections of 
the plant and its pipeline by the 
State Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, State Department 
of Water Resources and WSSC. 
On Monday, after the “count¬ 
down” for the plant was completed 
and the facility was given a “clean 
bill of health”, the Department of 
Licenses and Permits entered the 
scene. Its role was to make sure 
that all the appropriate inspec¬ 
tion departments had given appro¬ 
val before issuance of a use and 
occupancy permit. 

Late last Monday all of this was 
accomplished. Prior to 1970, this 
would have been enough to allow 
occupancy of a development, but a 
new law passed at that time re¬ 
quired an additional walk-through 
inspection known as a quality con¬ 
trol check. 

Early Tuesday morning, inspec¬ 
tors from the housing division of 
DLP performed this process, veri¬ 
fying that all necessary permits 
were approved and that the de¬ 
velopment was habitable (applian¬ 
ces and fixtures in place and 
operative, electricity working, 
trash cans in place, water and 
sewer service available etc.). They 
issued the final license that per¬ 
mitted occupancy of the apart¬ 
ments.

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Cable TV Advisory Comm. 
Reports to the Community 

This is the second in a series of three articles dealing with the 
advisability of cable television in Greenbelt. These articles, pre¬ 
pared by the Greenbelt Cable Television Advisory Committee , 
are intended to inform residents-on this subject of Cable TV in 
preparation for an opinion survey which will be distributed in 
d location adjacent to the polls on election day, Nov. 5, 1974. 


Cable television is more than 
just a concept today in many 
metropolitan cities. Large cities 
like New York and Philadelphia 
have had cable systems for several 
years. 

In this immediate area, cable 
television can be found in Hagers¬ 
town. Md, Ocean City, Md. ( and 
Heston, Va. 
vides other possibilities, its first 
advantage lies in the fact that it 
enables locations which cannot re¬ 
ceive ordinary TV transmission to 
avail themselves of the technology 
of television broadcasts. In these 
areas, improved reception has been 
the primary concern. 

In Maryland bills proposing State 
control of Cable TV have twice 
been introduced into the Mary¬ 
land legislature. However, passage 
of such legislation has not been 
achieved. In the meantime', some 
municipalities within the state hav e 
acted on their own. College Park, 
for example, is in the process 
of looking at possible franchises 
for a system in that city. Bowie, 
on the other hand, has temporarily 
rejected the option of adopting a 
cable system. 

The Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments has com¬ 
missioned a study stressing com 
patibility and interconnection a 
mong all jurisdictions. 

Here in Prince Georges county 
a commission on Cable TV was 
established in 1972. After prelim 
inary investigation, this committee 
recommended that a professional 
study be undertaken to determine 
the possibilities for cable in Prince 
Georges county. The Checci Cor¬ 
poration, which was selected to do 
the study, made the following rec¬ 
ommendations which may have 
some bearing on the situation in 
Greenbelt: 

“No municipality in Prince Ge¬ 
orges County could support a 
profitable Cable TV system in 
itself”. 

Instead the report suggested that 
combining municipalities into eight 
districts would be the more sensi¬ 
ble approach. According to the re¬ 
port the provision of CATV ser¬ 
vices would be feasible in the dis¬ 
trict comprising Hyattsville, Col¬ 
lege Park, and Greenbelt. 

Furthermore, recommendations 
for action posed by the Checci 
report pointed out: 

The designated organization 
(the County office) must bring 
together representatives of the 
County, the incorporated muni¬ 
cipalities, and appropriate tech¬ 
nical specialists to formulate a 
common approach to CATV de¬ 
velopment and make agreements 
reflecting that approach. 

So far the county has specified 
the Director of Communication?, 
Harold Rodenhausen, to provide 
the continuity in carrying forward 
the county CATV commission’s 
work. 

While the Checci Report con¬ 
tains useful demographic infor¬ 
mation, it should be noted, that 
it is merely advisory. Muncipal- 
ities within P.G. county may act 
on their own discretion, indepen 
dent of the report’s recommenda¬ 
tions. So far there has not been 
a hearing on the report at the 
county level nor any definitive 


statement from county officials on 
the future of Cable TV in Prince 
Georges county. 

As far as the City of Greenbelt 
is concerned the city charter pro 
vides sufficient authority for the 
city to award a cable franchise.

Editorial Rebuttal 

To the Editor: 

The statement in your October 
17 editorial that I have tried hard 
to have good relations with the 
ciizens of Greenbelt is certainly 
correct. I have tried diligently to 
adhere to all promises made to the 
city of Greenbelt, not only legally, 
but ethically and morally as well. 
I initially said that Greenbriar 
would be a benefit to the city, 
and it is my hope that now that 
Greenbriar is at long last open for 
occupancy, it will not only prove 
to be a major asset to the city, 
but to the county as well. 

I am hopeful, too, that the citi¬ 
zens of Greenbelt will understand 
my reason for filing a lawsuit 
which is now pending. I do not 
feel that every public official must 
agree with me or that he must 
exercise his discretion in my favor. 
However, if I conclude that a pub¬ 
lic official consistently and per 
sistently exceeds his authority to 
deprive me of my legal rights, I 
have no choice but to look to the 
eourst for redress. You state that 
the courts should be used only 
“when other means are not availa 
ble to secure redress or a fair 
hearing.” I agree. That is pre¬ 
cisely the situation in which I 
found myself. 

The issue raised by the lawsuit 
is the issue of the abuse of power 
by a public official. At a WSSC 
meeting long prior to the filing of 
the lawsuit, we publicly asked this 
Commissioner to refrain from vot¬ 
ing on all matters concerning 
Greenbriar because of his obvious 
bias and prejudice. He not only 
refused to disqualify himself at 
that point, he 'continued the ac¬ 
tions which we considered to be 
unfair, unethical, and illegal. I 
believe everyone will agree that 
there are certain bounds within 
which a public official must con¬ 
duct himself, and when a public 
official, because of bias and preju¬ 
dice, exceeds those bounds, then 
the courts must decide the legality 
of such matters and not the media. 

I firmlv believe that once the 
citizens of Greenbelt have familiar 
ized themselves with the case, they 
will recognize that it will not in 
any way jeopardize the established 
relationship between the city of 
Greenbelt and the Greenbriar com¬ 


munity.
